Flve other gen-
darmes in the infirmary esca About 7
o'clock, the pewly-armed {mt s belng either
drunk or wearied with their bloody work, one
of the warders ef the prison, Langevin, opened
the cell doors and invited the prisoners to make
& rush to save thelr lives. Acting upon thiz ad-
vice, M. Evrard and many others got through
the gates, and dispersing lmmediately, suc-
ceeded in effecting their escape.”

M. Francieque Barcey reports in the Gaulois
a converaation he has had with ‘‘an illastrious
physician who bad left Paris for a few hours,
sng‘waa about to return,” and who expressed
the opinlon that one of the chief causes of the
territle seenes which accompanied the final sup-
pression of the Communist outbreak was a
Yigontaglous mental alienation.” The minds of
the Parisians, ke said, were gradnally unhinged
bi,; the privations of the slege. The revolt of
the 18th of March gave the last blow to brains
which were already shaken, and at length the
greater part of the population went raving
mad, 'he records of the mlddle ages
are full of elmllar examples. * * = *
Women are, under suc circumstances,
fiercer and more reckless than men. This
is because thelr nervous system s more devel-
oPed, their brains are weaker, and their sensi-
bilities more acute than those of the stronger
gex; and they are consequently far more
dangerous and do much more harm. * * *
None of them knew exactly what they were
fighting for; they were possessed by one of the
various forms of the religions mania—that which
impelled the Jansenists to torture themselves,
with n strange delight in pain of the acutest
kind. * * * The men who threw themselves
on Lthe bayonets of the soldlers in a paroxysm of
paseion were seen ten minutes after utterly
prosirate and begging for mercy. They were no
more cowards in the last state than they were
heroes in the first—they were simply madmen.

The Cemetery of Pere-la-Chalse prseents na
deplorable sight: the resting places of the dead
arée mach defiled; the mounuments have been

eatly injured by the firing; coflins have been

roken, and the remains lle scattered over the
ground, You may measure the dead not by
numbers but by the rod. They lie in a double
tier on the grass, powdered over with a coating
of lime. There are many women among them,
and facea the ferocity of which makes one sick
to look npon.

BUENOS AYRES.

Ravages of the Yellow Fever.
A private letler, dated at the city ef Buenos
Ayres on the 2d of May, gives the following ac-
eount of the ravages of the plague in that

city: —

'tha fever is still awfully, the mortality
mchlnr 180 per day, with very little decrease
since I last communicated with you, The Gov-
ernment has prolonged the holldays until spring,
hoping to sallay the terrible spread of the
disease. With the approach of the cold wea-

ther we expected tnat the plague would
nndually diesappear, but, finding that there
little or mo diminution in the num-
ber of deaths, we awaltl with great fear the
coming of spring, and then, God only knows
what will become of us. Large mumbaers of peo-
ple will probably return at the close of the holl-
days, and then we also expect an increase in
the mortality. The fever hospitals are literally
crammed with the iil-fated victims of the terri-
ble epldemic. The Blsters of Charity, who are
indefatigable in the performance of thelr oiflces
to the sick and dylog, day after day surrender
some of their corps to the fell disease, and many
of them, though not atiicted with it, actually
fall throngh weakuese, and have to be carried to
their convents after mauy honrs of fatigue. The
Urder of the Christinn Brothers have little
rellef from their offices of burying the dead and
striving to impart some consolation to those
%yln n temporary hospitals. Many of those
rothers have also fallen victims of the fever
while fulfilling thelr noble duties. The clergy-
men of every denomination have proved them-
selves herole, and full of Christisn charity in
administerivg to the plague-stricken, and in
seeking reliet for the numberless widows and
orphans who, fearful of their imminent fate, not
kvowing when they may be prostrated by the
:pld 1, still linger in misery within the un-
appy city.
ead-cars raitle over the pavement at all
bours of the night, awakening to terror those
who resided along thelr route. Several rude
coflins al a time were thrust Into the dead-cars,
and rolled away in bhaste to a huge grave
fermed outslde the Puerta Mobile. Onpe of the
most hearti-rending of scenes was that presented
by many wives, mothers, and busbands, who
begged admittance jinto the hospitals to learn
the fate of their loved ones. As no permis-
glon to euter could be given to them, and
the hospital officlals were too much occupled
with their duties to the patients to attend to any
outside matier, those people had to depart to
their wretched homes, bearing with them thelr
sgonlzing doubts as to the safety of their rela-
ves. In fine, it is & clty of death and tears,
deserted by all that could ibly basten from
its fever-tainted streets and alleys, and sorrow-
ful in the loneliness which overbangs its parks,
gardens, churches, and all that was fair, cheer-
ful, and life-llke o few weeks ago.

Harrisburg.

HARRISBURG, June 15, —This morning dawned
bright. There were large arrivals of Comman-
deries of Knights Templar in the early trains.
The escorts and music of the bands drew forth
the people by dawn, The streets are crowded.
R. I1. Lamberton, Grand Master of Pennsylva-
nin, was serenaded by Cyrene Commandery of
Columbia.

street, right resting on State, and about ten

All the so-called higher degrees In Masonry, in-
cluded in capitular and cryptic organizations, are
merely amplifloations or historic slucldations of the
allegory of Magonry ns contained {n the three an-
clent degress. They may be beautiful adornments
of the ancient Masonic column, but they do not add
to 1ts ress dimensions. It stands at the footstool
of creation, is as broad a8 the circle of nature, and
a8 high as our hope of heaven.

From a period thus so anclent that the memory of
man hath not kept its beginning, or the pen ef his-
tory recorded the early incldents of {ts pro , the
Masonie Institution came down into the last centary
a8 one of but three degrees., It (8 well known to
you, and It 18 of Interest to the history of Masonry
in Pennsylvania, in all 1ts branches of the York Rite,
that the division of English Masonry from which
our present primary organization sprang was the
one to first dissever from the three anclent degrees
historic and legendary parts, and ritualize from
them instructions to be separately given as an ad-
aitional degree or degrees, under the same lodge
organizations.

t was thus that the Royal Arch had Its birth as &
separate degree, with ceremonial and ritualistic am-
plincations of & section or sections of third anclent
degree. It was not founded upon any new and dis-
tinct fdea in Masonry. It only increased the efful-
gence of lght beyond the tomb, and agsured the
traveller there that what he lost in death wonld be
galued in immortality.

When the middle of the last century had passed,
onr Pennsylvania sathorities state that evidences of
the working of the Royal Arch Degree in Philadel-
phia under an Anclent York Lodge wearrant, are
soon to be found, It had had its conception & few
years before in the Anclent York body in London,
aud as Fhiladeliphia was the Masonic grounnd floor
where the work of that grand body was commenced
In America, In that cliy the Royal Arch Denﬂ'ee, ns
the fourth in Masonry, was probably for the firat
time conferred In this country.

As facts which I am now relating were a prelude
to the Introduction of Templariam In America, it
may be Interesting to Pennsylvania Templars to
take a retrospective glance at some of the previous
footprints of Masonry in the American Oolonies,

A8 early as 1780 that grand body in Eagland
afterwards denominated Moderns attempted to
establish ita pelity in America by the appointment
of Danlel Coxe as FProvinclal Grand Master of New
York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania. In 1732 the
old newspapers of Philadelphia mention a Masonic
lm'fe in that city. In 1788 the Grand Lodge of
Moderns of Kpgiland appointed Henry Price Pro-
vincial Grand Master in New England, and In the
following year over all the American colonies, and
the Masons of Philadelphia took a warrant under
him with Dr, Franklin as their Master, Uader a

tory shows, too, the unisom of the Grand
Lodges of Bcotland and Ireland with that of the An.
clent York of London, not only in premulguting the
Royal Arch and other dissevered parts of Anclent
uraft Masonry as supplemental degrees, but also in
granting warrants in the American colonles, nnder
which these degrees were worked,

It was duriug the period known in our colonlal
history as the old French war that these new sys-
tems of Masonry were introduced in our country,
in Boston and in Virginia in 1766, and in S8outh Caro-
lina in 1760, under warranis from the Grand Ledge
of Scotland, and in Philadeiphia in 17588, under one
from the Grand Lodge of Anclent York Masons In
London, Other warrants from both these grand
lodges, and also from the Grand Lodge of Ireland,
were brought over about the same period for work
in the Br army or ln specified localities. These
all became the parent stocks on which the super-
pumerary degrees in Masonry—first, the Royal-
Arch :.nd lﬁ kindred group, and afterwards Ma
sonic knightheod—grew.
